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Council Holds Meeting 
for Reorganization

On Monday evening of this week, 
Council held a meeting for re-organiza- 
tion for the ear rent year, at which 
meeting the following were present: 

Burgess Dow lies, President of Coun- 
cil W. K. D. Hull, Councilmen Miaddox, 
Keclifer, Wentz and Henderson. Oath, 
of oftiee was taken by Messrs. Red i for 
and Henderson. 

The following officers were elected: 
President of Council, W. R. D. Hall, 
for term of one year; for Secretary, 
Charles V. Noel, two years; Treasurer, 
E. P. Hold, two years; Street Commis- 
sioner, C. E. Humphries, two years; 
Building Inspector, .1. T. Darlington, 
two years. 

Under new business, a bill was intro- 
duced to fix the tax millage rate and 
to pass the budget order for 1020, which 
was referred to the Order and Law Com- 
mittee. 

A special meeting was then called, to 
be held next Monday evening, January 
12th, and all old committees were in- 
structed to hold over until that date. 

Treasurer Dold was authorized to 
transfer the bank aeount of the borough 
from the Central Trust and Savings 
Company of Philadelphia to the Merion 
Title and Trust Company. The Treas- 
urer's bond was fixed at $o,0(»0. Various 
bills were read and passed to the ap- 
propriate committees. 

The daylight ordinance was intro- 
duced and which if carried will place 
Narherth as the first of the Philadel- 
phia suburbs to indorse the daylight 
saving plan the same as Philadelphia 
was the first big city in the country to 
adopt this plan. 

Burgess Downes' message, as printed 
elsewhere in this issue, speaks for it- 
self. Its encouraging words to our 
Council were timely and point to tin: 
making of a greater and better borough. 
Next Monday evening a special meet- 
ing will be held to fix the tax millage 
rate and to pass the budget ordinance 
for 1020. 



AN ORDINANCE 



To Save Daylight and Provide Standard 
Time for the Borough of Narberth. 

That a 2 o'clock ante meridiem of 
the last Sunday of March in each year 
the standard time of the Borough of 
Narberth shall be advanced one hour, 
and at 2 o'clock ante meridiem of the 
last Sunday of October in each year 
the standard time of the Borough of 
Narberth shall by the retarding of one 
hour be returned to the mean astro- 
nomical time of the degree of longitude 
governing the Borough of Narberth, so 
that between the last Sunday in March 
at 2 o'clock ante meridiem and the 
last Sunday in October at 2 o'clock 
ante meridiem in each year the stand- 
ard time in the Borough of Narberth 
shall be one hour in advance of the 
mean astronomical time of the degree 
of longitude governing the said Borough 
of Narberth.

THREE ALARMS IN ONE NIGHT 

KEEP LOCAL ORGANIZATION 

BUSY ON COLDEST NIGHT. 



Last Sunday evening, at about 8.30 
nn alarm came from the home of Mr. 
Arthur G. Hawes, on Berkeley Road, 
Merion. 

The fire whistle quickly brought the 
entire crew together, and in a few 
minutes they were speeding on their 
way through a very cold and windy 
night, to help save the property of one 
of our neighbors. 

Mr. Hawes has expressed his appre- 
ciation and says that the Narberth Fire 
Company deserves the greatest praise 
and credit for the excellent way in 
which they handled the job. 

The building is of frame construc- 
tion and would have been a total loss 
had our fire fighters not arrived on the 
job when they did. 

They had returned to the Fire House 
and were talking over the experience 
when the second alarm sounded at 10.15, 
and once again they ventured forth to 
find that electric wires which had been 
burnt by the fire caused a spark which 
started another blaze. This was prompt- 
ly extinguished and they had no more 
work that night until 7 A. M. in the 
morn i ng. Th is ala nn b rough t th em t o 
the home of Mr, A. K. Wohlert, at 217 
Price avenue, where a spark from the 
chimney had ignited the shingle roof. 
About fifteen shingles were quickly 
chopped out and the excitement nipped 
in the bud. 

At the Merion fire it was necessary 
to use the chemical apparatus until the 
fireplug could be thawed out with hot 
water from neighboring houses. 

Hats off to our brave firemen, who 
are always ready, on the job night and 
day, to save the property of not only 
Xarberth people, but those within many 
miles of Narberth. They ask little, give 
much, and risk more in a spirit of vol- 
untary helpfulness, which should be 
sincerely appreciated.

Burgess Downes' Message to Council 



To the President and Members of Borough Council: 

Gentlemen: — 

Two years ago I presented for your consideration my first message. 
I called the attention of your Honorable Body to the necessity for the 
proper construction and maintenance of our streets. I requested that 
you keep in mind the thought of permanence and durability, not to he 
unmindful of the fact that the cost of construction during the war woiiid 
he and remain immeasurably high. It is my privilege and duty to con- 
gratulate you upon the wisdom and uncommon foresight which you have 
shown at all times in the handling of this most important of the Bor- 
ough's problems. 

You are to he further congratulated in securing the services of Mr. 
Charles Humphreys as Street Commissioner, His intelligent directing 
of the work and close co-operation with the Highway Committee has 
made it possible for us to he justly proud of our streets and at the same 
time to feel that our funds have been judiciously expended. 

The satisfaction expressed hy the Citizens generally in view of the 
necessary increase in taxes, is evidence of their wish to put at your 
command the proper funds needed to make our highways second to none 
in the Commonwealth. 

OUR BUSINESS STREET: May I not draw your attention spe- 
cifically to the necessity for improvement to Haverford Avenue, from 
Narberth to Essex Avenues? This is the main business street of the 
Borough, and while the Street Commissioner is to be commended for the 
manner in which this street has been maintained, it is evident that it 
will require reconstruction, in whole or in part, in the near future. I 
am advised that your Budget for 1920 provides for the reconstruction 
of that part of the street between Narberh and Forrest Avenues, and of 
this I approve, but I would further suggest that if it be at all possible, 
the square from Forrest to Essex be also reconstructed not later than 
1921. 

PROPER SIGNS: I take this opportunity to call to your attention 
the' necessity for suitable signs to be erected at the various approaches 
to the Borough, properly welcoming visitors to our Community. I also 
urge that a right-and-left sign be placed at the corner of Haverford and 
Essex Avenues. The highway at this point is narrow and the traffic 
congestion unusual; therefore, the Public should have this protection. 

FRONT FOOT ASSESSMENT PLAN: In view of the financial con- 
dition of the Borough, I feel that Council is to be commended for the wis- 
dom of its decision on the subject of street and sewer construction, that 
all future improvements he paid for on the front foot assessment plan. 
Wliile heretofore the Borough has been more than generous in the man- 
ner in which these improvements have been paid for out of the current 
revenues, this has proven to be an uneconomic and unsound method, 
which, if persisted in, would involve the Borough in still further dif- 
ficulties. I commend, therefore, your decision to assess these improve- 
ments on the property owners. 

COLLECTION OF ASHES AND GARBAGE: The matter of collect- 
ing ashes and garbage has been satisfactorily settled in a way which 
seems to be to the best interests of the tax-payers. I am opposed, how- 
ever, to the plan now used to place the ash-boxes in the front yards and 
on the sidewalk until the collector calls for them. This is unsightly, 
does much to detract from the beauty of our Community and I feel sure 
that I am voicing the feeling of the Citizens when I urge that this plan 
be done away with. 

FREE CARRIER DELIVERY: In connection with the improve- 
ments contemplated hy the Pennsylvania Railroad -Company when it re- 
turns to corporate control, at Narberth Station, which subject, I am ad- 
vised, is in the hands of a special committee of your Honorable Body, 
I would draw your attention to the advisability of recommending to the 
Postmaster-General the establishment of free carrier delivery in Narherth 
at the earliest date at which this can be accomplished. I understand 
that public agitation has recently arisen along these lines and I would 
suggest that your Honorable Body render whatever co-operative assist- 
ance possible to secure this service. The present Post Office, while a dis- 
tinct improvement on the old one, will soon prove inadequate for the 
growing business of the Borough. While this subject, of course, is not 
in the province of Councils, nevertheless I believe that any co-operation 
which your Honorable Body may be able to extend to the Postmaster in 
the improvement of local service will be appreciated. 

SHADE TREE COMMISSION: I have recently called a meeting of 
the Shade Tree Commission which I appointed in accordance with the 
provisions of the Ordinance passed by Council last year. At this meeting 
the duties and requirements of the Commission will be explained to the 
members, so that there will be no uncertainty in the future as to what 
should be done by this Commission or the manner in which it is to he 
done. Their preliminary work during the Fall was very satisfactory, 
and I am sure with the co-operation of our Citizens the results will be 
invaluable. 

MEMORIAL TO SOLDIERS AND SAILORS: I am informed that 
your Honorable Body has recently passed a resolution endorsing the 
proposed memorial to the soldiers and sailors who represented Narherth 
in the Great War and that this endorsement was of the plan to improve 
and enlarge Elm Hall, turning it over to the Borough when completed. 
Of this I most heartily approve and I commend it to you as being the 
most practical and meritorious project advanced. It is altogether fit- 
ting that the memorial should take the form of a utilitarian plan which 
will serve not only as a stately monument to those who made the supreme 
sacrifice for their country and their flag, but also as an addition to the 
useful features of the Borough available for the comfort and use of those 
who fortunately returned to take up their lives in our midst. 

DAYLIGHT SAVING IN NARBERTH: I am advised that among 
the first of the many important subjects to be considered by Council at 
this session will he a hill providing for Daylight Saving in Narherth 
during the summer months. Of this I most heartily approve, and for it 
I bespeak your support. This recommendation comes in the latter part 
of my message. I sincerely trust, however, that your Honorable Body 
will give it your first consideration. Our community, I believe, is a unit 
in its approval of this measure. 

Iu conclusion, may I express to you, Mr. President and every member 
of this Council, my great appreciation of your splendid co-operation at 
all times, and further, may I congratulate you on the businesslike manner 
in which you have conducted the matters of the Borough. I am ready 
at all times to confer with you on all matters pertaining to the happiness, 
comfort and protection of our citizens.

Our attention lias been called to acts 
of vandalism by a number of boys and 
young men in Narberth. The Y. M, C. 
A. building seems to be the particulai 
object of their activities. 

It is a strange phase of human nature 
that the very class of our residents 
for whom the Y. M. C. A. was created, 
and for whose benefit many people are 
contributing their best elVorts and 
money, should be the one that cither 
maliciously or thoughtlessly seeks to 
destroy its property. 

Another surprising feature of the 
case is that those boys and young men, 
most of whom arc known, come from 
families where they are surrounded by 
good influences. We have no doubt 
that their parents, when they learn of 
these acts, will be shocked beyond meas- 
ure at the thought that their children 
should take part in lawless destruction 
of Y. M. €. A. property. 

Corner lounging is a fruitful source 
of this kind of mischief. Why ir is per- 
mitted by the parents of the boys is a 
mystery. 

The directors of the Y. M. C. A. 
have always treated such acts in a 
spirit of leniency that is not appreci- 
ated. The offenders have been allowed 
to go free, without legal prosecution. 
We doubt whether this will continue, 
as a proper regard for the property en- 
trusted to their care demands that an 
example be made of the guilty parties 
that will make a lasting impression. 



I cannot commend too highly the 
spirit of our volunteer firemen Avho 
responded so quickly to the call for 
help from our Morion neighbors and our 
own good citizen, Mr. Wohlert. It takes 
nerve, grit and a proper understanding 
Of duty and responsibility to face zero 
weather such as the weather man gave 
us at midnight January 5th.
